1. Claims 1-4, 7-11, 13, 14, 16-22, 24-34, 38-41 , 53-62, and 67 are pending. 

2. Claims 5, 6, 12, 15, 23, 35-37, 42-52, 63-66 and 68-121 have been cancelled. 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 7-11, 13, 14, 16-22, 24-34, 38-41, and 67, drawn to a chemical 
compound, a pharmaceutical composition, and a packaged pharmaceutical composition 
using the compound of the formula. 

Group II, claim(s) 53-58, drawn to a method for treating a disease or disorder 
associated with MCH receptor activation using the chemical compound of claim 1 . 

Group III, claim(s) 59-62, drawn to a method for treating obesity using the chemical 
compound of claim 1. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Inventions l-lll are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product 
or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product.
